TO DEMONSTRATE

PROPOSES 
GREAT 


Following closely upon 
nouncement of Dr. Richard 
that he was thoroughly convinced of 
spirit return and communication, 
comes James H. Hyslop, professor of 
logic and mental science in Columbia 
university, who says that he is willing 
to stand by the general statement that 
he has found scientific proof of the 
immortality of the soul, or, at least, 
its continued life after the death of 
the body.
